Druggists and 
Physicians Are 
Re­ 


quired to Show Amount of 


Such Drugs They Possess. 


In conformity with the new fed­ 
eral law, commonly known as 
the 
Hrarisou hill, which provides rigor­ 
ous restrictions upon the sale of so- 
called habit forming 
drugs, 
local 
druggists and physicians today hud 


prepared a list 
o f such drugs in 


stock. 
The law 
became 
effective 
last night and among other require­ 
ments provides that druggists and 
physicians 
shall 
make 
a 
sworn 
statement as to the amount of drugs 


on hand. 
The statement is open to 
the im*pectioh of the internal rev­ 
enue officers. 


Under the recent 
law 
druggists 


and 
physicians 
1 an 
order 
such 
drugs in the t ut tire only on specie I 


blanks which are 
purchased 
from 
the internal revenue collector. 
The 
original copy is sent to the wholesale 
druggist and the duplicate is kepi 


by the 
purchaser. 
Druggists 
can 
sell habit forming drugs 
hereafter 
on a physician’s prescription which 
must he filed away. 
B y this plan an 


inspector can know at any time just 


how much of any* drug was on hand 


when the law became effective, tiie 
quantity purchased, the amount sold 
and if the amount in stock when the 
inspection is made 
corresponds 
to 


the statements. 
Ths prevents any 
druggist from making illegal sales. 


The same restrictions are placed 
ujK>n the use of such drugs by a 
physician who must state upon what 
day the.v were lists!. 


The new federal law will prevent 
the sale of narcotics except when 
used as a medicine. 
Druggists and 
physicians are required to pay a li­ 
cense <»f $1 for the privilege of sel­ 


ling and for any violations a line of 


not more than $2,000 or imprison­ 


ment tor not more than five years or 
both are provided. The commission­ 
er of internal revenue s empowered 
to appoint agents, deputy collectors 
and inspectors necessary to enforce 
t lie law. 


Inspectors have 
already 
visited 
this city and have 
informed 
the 
druggists and physicians of the pro­ 
visions of the new law. 
The inter­ 


nal revenue office 
at 
Indianapolis 


has given out the information that 
other inspectors will be placed in the 


field within the next two weeks and 
that the law will he enforced to the 
letter. 
It is expected that the in­ 
spectors will „call for the statements 


required by the federal act and will 
check up the sales of any dealer. 
Persons who have been 
in 
the 


habit of purchasing 
narcotics 
at 
drug stores will find hereafter they 


will he unable to do so 
without a 


prescription from 
a 
physician. 
A 
prescription can be used 
but 
one 
time and if it is to be refilled a new 
prescription is necessary. 
The purpose of the law is obvious, 
it is believed that it will reduce the 


sale of habit forming drugs and will 


make it 
more 
difficult 
for 
“ dope 
fiends” to purchase it. 
There is a 
law n Indiana relative to the sale of 
narcotics but it does not 
conflict 
with the federal law which 
takes 


precedence over any state regula­ 


tion.

This was taken as confirmation 


of the story that the suffrage forces 


would trust all to the Maston bill 


which has passed the senate and is 
in the ¡bands of Representative Sares 
Ju d iciary A committee. 
This bouse committee today had 


kept the 
senate 
limited 
suffrage 
measure for eight days without giv­ 
ing it consideration. 


The situation was growing tense 


today. 
It was recognized that for a 
committee, which already had un­ 
animously reported favorably a hill 
identically tlit* same, to show no in­ 
tention of even considering the com­ 
panion which had passed the senate, 
was significant. 


Seldom has the state witnessed a 


more dramatic situation than that 


now surrounding the suffrage hill. 
Here are the fa cts: 
Two hills were introduced, one in 
the house, the other in the senate 
They were exact duplicates of each 
other, and became known respective- 
ly as the Rule and Maston hills. 


S a le ’s committee 
reported 
un­ 
animously in favor of passage for 
the Rule hill. 


The senate Democrats by surpris­ 
ing caucus action made the Maston 


hill a party measure and passed it 
with a solid Democratic 
vote as an 
emergency 
measure 
under suspen­ 
sion of rules. 
It went to the house. 


The Maston (senate) bill went to 


Sere’s co mmittee which already had 
gone on record as favoring the Rule 
(house) hill for passage. 


The Rule hill meanwhile had been 
sent through second reading and is 
now awaiting third reading— it can 


be handed down by Speaker Bedwell 
for passage at any time. 
With the whole state looking on. 
Representative Sare and the m ajor­ 
ity of his committee are admittedly 


holding up the senate hill.

wholly without foundation. 
It was 
no doubt made in perfect good faith 
and with the utmost sincerity. 
It 
forcibly illustrates the remarkable 
mental process of the president and 
his utter obliviousness 
to 
actual 
facts. 
It is a clear, unambiguous 
statem ent as a fact of what every 
man and woman knows is not a fact 
When I saw it 1 wondered if I 
had been or was dreaming. 
T won­ 
dered if figures of our growth, de­ 
velopment. 
and 
activity of enter­ 
prise would not verify what mv ex- 
terprise would not verify what my 
experience and observation taught 
me. 
Why did the president make this 
statement ? 
Where has he been liv­ 
ing during the last 
twenty years? 
Does he know of 
what 
has 
been 
done during that time? Has he been 
in a cloister, shut out from all the 
great activities that have made the 
last 20 years the most wonderful in 
our whole history of industrial de­ 
velopment? 
Surely not. 
Then why 
such a statem ent?

tuberculosis, 


until such apartment, house, room, 
or premises shall have been thoro- 
ughly as above provided. 


The bill earlier provides that the 


health officer of every city, town or 
county shall report monthly to the 
state board of health the names and 
addresses or persons infected with 
tuberculosis. 
The 
health 
officers, 


under the bill, will 
have 
received 


these names from every physician in 
their territory, who are required to 
report tuberculosis. 


County and other health officers 


"are 
required to notify tin- owner of 


the property that his apartment or 
room is occupied by a person having 
tuberculosis, and to inform him fur- 
ther that the law requires him upon 
the death or removal of the person 
to disinfect (he premises. 
A com- 


plete formula for disinfection is pre- 
scribed by the bill.

no doubt made in perfect good faith 
and with the utmost sincerity. 
It 


forcibly illustrates the remarkable, 
mental process of the president and 
his utter obliviousness 
to 
actual 


facts. 
It is a clear, unambiguous 


statement as a fact of what every 
man and woman knows is not a fact 


When I saw it I wondered if I 


had been or was dreaming. I won- 
dered if figures of our growth, de- 
velopment, 
and 
activity of enter- 


prise would not verify what my ex- 
terprise would not verify what my 
experience and observation taught 
me.
